Chicago, 111., Nov. 7.—Jack Johnson 
champion heavyweight prize 
fighter, 
was arrested by Federal officers to­ 
night, charged with violation of the 
Mann white slave law. 
His 
arrest 
came after the return by the Feder­ 
al Grand Jury of an indictment. 
Federal officers searched the South 
Side several hours 
before 
Johnson 
was found hiding in a hotel, surround 
ed by four negro guards. 


An attem pt was at first made by 
the guards to 
prevent the 
officers 
from entering Johnson's 
room, 
but 
they were pushed aside and the gov­ 
ernm ent w arrant served on the prize 
fighter without serious difficulty. 
•His bond had been fixed a t $30,000 
but all the Federal Judges had left 
the building for the night and declin­ 
ed to leave their homes to go through 
the form ality of accepting bail. After 
several hours’ work, Johnson found a 
court clerk willing to act 
and 
the 
prisoner was taken to the home of 
his mother, who signed the bond and 
Johnson was released. 
The specific case upon which the 
indictm ent against Johnson was bas­ 
ed was that of Belle Schriber of Pitts 
burg (white), 
whom 
Johnson 
was 
charged with bringing to Chicago in 
August, 1910. 
The Jury, however, heard the testi­ 
mony of Lucite Cameron of Minne­ 
apolis, whose mother charged John­ 
son with abduction and she wag held 
as a witness in $15,000 bail. 
In the indictment Johnson is charg­ 
ed with violation of the Mann act on 
four counts.

BRIDGES OF THE 
INDIANS 


Structures Pound In North British C * 
Jumble Are Built on the Canti­ 
lever Principle. 


Some Interesting examples of Ii* 
dlan ingenuity are afforded on the 
River Skeena and Its tributaries in 
North British Columbia^ according to 
a writer in Scientific American. These 
waterways in their upper reaches flow 
swiftly and for the most part through 
deep ravines. 
As it la impossible for 
the Indians to cross them by means 
of canoes they have resorted to bridg­ 
ing. 
Their bridges are Interesting struc­ 
tures from the engineering point of 
view, inasmuch as the cantilever prin­ 
ciple is adopted. 
A bridge of this de­ 
sign spans the Bulkeiey river where 
it Is about 120 feet 
wide, and 
th# 
height from the bridge to the water 
level is about 80 feet. 
It is built of wooden logs, the logs 
of the structure being formed of single 
stout logs varying from 60 to 80 feet in 
length. 
The task of lowering them 
into position must have demanded con­ 
siderable ingenuity on the part of the 
builders* 
They are buried some 15 feet 
at 
their lower ends and anchored by the 
superimposition of masses of large 
rock rolled and carried to the site. The 
longitudinal members of 
the 
shore 
spans are similarly 
burled 
in 
the 
ground and lashed to the ends of the 
diagonal logs. 
These main 
members—correspond­ 
ing to deck girders, are about 120 feet 
In length, and to either end the A 
members of the 
superstructure are 
lashed. 
Elaborate 
cross bracing is 
resorted to in order to secure greater 
strength. 
When the bridge was first erected 
the different members were simply 
secured together by willow thongs, 
but when the British Columbian gov­ 
ernm ent erected a more substantial 
suspension bridge 
lower 
down the 
river the Indians assembled and fol­ 
lowed the white m an’s operations with 
great interest. 
They observed how 
the thick wire cables were slung and 
anchored, and accordingly decided to 
introduce wire into their own struc­ 
ture. 
They procured the m aterial for this 
purpose from wherever they could and 
Introduced It in & most fantastic man­ 
ner. 
Also when the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway engineers commenced 
working on their track near by the 
Indians procured odds and ends, such 
as bolts and spikes, from them for 
introduction in their bridge, so that 
now it is a strange looking piece of 
work, though the fundamental cantt* 
lever lines are still distinct.

Primitive Men of Giant Stature. 
Eleven skeletons of primitive men, 
with foreheads sloping directly back 
from the eyes, and with two rows of 
teeth in the front of the upper jaw, 
have been uncovered at Craigshill, at 
Ellensburg, Wash. 
They were found 
about twenty feet below the surface, 
twenty feet back from the face of the 
slope, In a 
cement rock 
formation 
over which was a layer of shale. The 
rock was perfectly dry. The jaw bones, 
which easily break, are so large that 
they will go around the face of the 
m an of today. 
The ether bones are 
also much larger than those of the or­ 
dinary man. 
The femup is 
twenty 
inches long, indicating a man of eighty 
inches UH. 
The teeth in front are 
worn almost down to the Jaw bones, 
due, it Is believed, to eating uncook­ 
ed foods and crushing hard substances 
with the teeth. 
The 
sloping 
skull 
shows an extrem ely low order of in­ 
telligence.

The one essential difference 
is that in Great Britain the laws are 
enforced, the 
courts 
act 
p r o m p t , 
rriaig follow swiftly upon arrest, and 
punishment upon conviction. In this 
country' the records show that exact­ 
ly in proportion as the law is lax and 
courts are slow, so homicides increase 
iii frequency. 
"The lesson being plain, the mor­ 
al is plainer. We can check the in­ 
crease of murder just as soon as we 
make woqld-be murderers know that 
punishment will he sure and 
swift. 
We can check it in no other way.” 
The appalling murders that have 
recently taken place over our state 
should 
give 
our 
governor 
pause. 
There is a large element in human 
society that nothing but the fear of 
death will restrain; that removed, no 
man’s life is safe.
